Bayonet and Sabre Wounds—A Chivalrlo
Act of Hoger A, Pryor.
To the Editor of the Pulsburg Commercial:—
There |s a statement gotngethc rounds of the
newspapars giving the nuomber ol bayonet and
aabre wounds received by Union soldiers during
the Jate Rebeilion. This statement, of course,
has emanated frow the Surgeon-Genersl otfice,
and is no douobt correct, as far as his ofticial
records ehow, as furnished by regimental,
brigade, division, and corps ENrgenus were con-
cerned. Bat, alas| there were maay bayonet
thrusts given to our men that were never re
corded In (he Burpeon-General's office, Who
that has travelled over the sanguinary fields
of slaughter from Mechanicsville to Mal
vern Hill, has not seenm the stripped
bodles of our men, stabbed. wantlouly stabped,
by th;ﬁmﬂlng Rebel soldiery? or the gush of
some chivalric Rebel officer’s virgin sword In
the fair skin of his dead enemy?! I have sorn
all ihis, and much more. But there are fwo
bayonet wounds which tear have never been
included in the list, and which I now wish to
make public—two mortal bayonet wounds,
anenb Roger A. Pryor on the second battle-
eld of Bull Run, We will take the Rebel Gene-
ral's statement of the oase, as related to Dr.
Armstrong and myself, at the house of Mr, Vun
Pelt, then nsed a5 & hospital for our woanded.
It is as follows:—*‘1 was taken prisouer* by the
Union forces, and after deliverinog my sword and
giving my word not to attempl to escape, I was
conducted to the rear, or rather glven iu charge
ol two young eoldiers, mere youths, belougiug
to some Kaslern regiment: I was supposed to be
conducted by them to the rear, but everviling

scemed confusion on the field, As we
satinterod along | kept up p brisk con-
versation with them, and soon gaiped

their copfidence so much that they relaxed
their care over me, and permitted me to
trudge along as best suited the convenlence of
the uneven ground; this was what I wanted, for
I had determined to escape If possible, and the
opportunity soon appeared. 1 bad ascertaloed
from the youtbs that thelr muskets were not
loaded; we were chatting very plensautly, when
auddenly I ﬂ;icked up & rifle with fixed bayonet
(hundreds lay over the field), and before my

unrd was aware of my futention, I ran oue
gbrough the body, who seemed Lo expire In.
stanily, and the other, Dootor (poiuiing 10 my

atient whio lay before bim oun the floor), I ran
brough the belly, and he'll die, t00.” Whether
bhe died or vot, I never ascertained, as I was
ordered by my Divielon Surgeon, Dr, J. King,
to take charge of the wounded st Slone Store
on the battle fleld.

These facts were furnlshed to the President
and Sevretary of War, at the time Pryor applled
for his pardon {wo years dgo, and no attention
was paid to them. u.
